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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election with traverse of the withdrawal of claim 95 in Paper No. 10 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the combination / subcombination is 
improper because claim 95 and the invention as originally claimed fall within the same art. This 
is not found persuasive because (see MPEP 806.05 (C) and I. Subcombination not Essential to 
Combination). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer.

Claims 29-34, 36-42, 44-50, 52-94 and 96 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-33 of Shaw 
U.S. Patent No. 5,385,551. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not

patentably distinct from each other because the present application broadly recites similar

structural elements such as: a hollow body, retaining member, plunger, retraction mechanism, 
needle, biasing element, etc. which can all be found in the above mentioned patent. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 53 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Caselli U.S. Pat. No. 
5,201,710. 

Caselli discloses a syringe assembly having a retractable needle and a front end portion 
with an elongate biasing element and a one-piece needle holder, the needle holder having a back 
portion (the examiner considers the cone portion of (14) of Fig. 5) and/or the flat outer surface of 
the distal portion of (14) of fig. 3) to be the back portion) and a front portion (13), the back 
portion having a flat, blunt surface that forms at least part of a variable fluid chamber in a barrel 
(figs. 3 and 5), the front portion extending through the biasing element and protruding forwardly 
beyond all other structural elements of the assembly except the needle (figs. 1-5).
